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A CLIMBER'S GUIDE TO. LOCAL ROCK-CLIMBING 


PART II PINNACLES NATIONAL MONUMENT 
By Dave Brower 


The colorful and fantastic domes and 
spires of Pinnacles National Monument 
provide an aspect of climbing that is 
singularly lacking in all other local 
climbing grounds -- the lure of attaining 
summits of difficult peaks. Two extremes 
in difficulty confront the climber: mush- 
roon-shaped knobs that are impossible ex- 


cept to elaborate rock-engineeringsothers 


that are walk-ups. Between these extremes 
there are countless possibilities for new 
endeavore 

The main ridge of the Pinnacles, in 
which climbers have been and are for some 
time likely to be most interested, is of 
N-S trend, terminating in Hawkins Peak 
(2,685). The most spectacular walls are 
on the-W. The Pinnacles formation is 
predominantly of volcanic breccias and 
tuffs, chiefly rhyolitic. The rock is 
generally unsound, excepting for certain 
well-anbhored fragments or waterworn gul- 
lies, As soon as the climber has learned 
to distinguish the unsound rock, however, 
it is possible to climb on very high 
angles. At all other times adequate pro- 
tection is urgent, for the rock that is 
unsound is treacherously ‘so. 

The Monument is reached from Hollister 


or King City, and is about 55 miles from | 
hrough 


either town. The main entrance is 
Bear Gulch, a beautiful transition=-zone 
canyon with a stream of water. There is 
no fee for visitors. Accommodations, 
meals and camping area are available. 
Spectacularly constructed trails follow 
the crest of the ridge, contour around it 
and thread the famous southerly cavese_ 
Cut originally by tunnelling action of 
the stream, then improved by the accumu- 
lation of large blocks of volcanic talus, 
these caverns alone are well worth a 
visit to the Monument » 

Very little has been written of the 
ALrChe Discovery is credited to Captain 
Vancouver, while exploring the Salinas 
Valley icinity in 1794.6 The bandit 


Tiburecio Vasqueth is supposed to have used 
the caves to great advantage in his nefar-
